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COMPILER'S  PREFACE 


The  following  forms  of  prayer  have  taken  shape 
gradually,  as  need  arose.  In  a  daily  intercession  service, 
it  is  far  from  satisfactory  to  use  the  same  forms  again  and 
again  ;  and,  although  at  times  it  is  comparatively  easy 
to  improvise  an  informal  service,  it  frequently  happens 
that  the  pressure  of  work,  or  some  other  cause,  makes 
this  almost  impossible.  Further,  it  is  well  in  such  inter- 
cession services,  that  the  congregation  should  be  able  to 
join  intelligently,  and  to  make  responses  :  also  that  they 
should  learn  to  value  the  riches  of  the  Psalter,  and 
discover  its  appropriateness  for  special  uses. 

This  is  the  Compiler's  apology  for  adding  one  more  to 
the  many  books  of  the  kind  already  in  existence. 

The  following  points  should  be  noted — 

(1)  As  the  war  prolongs  itself,  fresh  subjects  needing 
prayer  continually  arise  ;  and  unless  the  whole  ground  to 
be  covered  is  dealt  with  more  or  less  systematically, 
omissions  are  apt  to  occur.  The  index  will  show  that, 
as  far  as  may  be,  an  attempt  is  here  made  to  recall  in 
regular  order,  in  the  course  of  each  week,  the  most  urgent 
subjects. 

(2)  The  book  is  arranged  on  liturgical  lines,  and 
although  the  Compiler  can  himself  make  no  claim  to  any 
special  knowledge  of  the  kind,  his  friend,  the  Rev.  W.  C. 
Bishop,  until  recently  Rector  of  Orsett,  well  known  as 
one  of  our  best  liturgical  experts,  has  been  kind  enough 
to  go  through  it  and  make  suggestions. 

(3)  It  is  taken  for  granted  that  it  will  be  used  with 
modifications.  Some  may  feel  that  they  cannot  appro- 
priate all  the  thanksgivings  or  prayers  :  they  will,  of 
course,  use  their  own  discretion  in  omitting  or  addhi". 
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Iu  a  few  instances  alternative  Psalms  are  suggested. 
The  "Gloria"  should  be  said  in  every  case  after  the 
Psalm. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  suggest  Hymns,  which 
can  easily  be  inserted,  and  spaces  may  be  left  for  the 
mention  of  individual  names. 

(4)  The  connection  of  a  petition  in  the  Lord's  Prayer 
with  each  day's  devotions  may  be  a  help  to  concentration 
of  thought. 

(5)  Pauses  should  be  made,  of  such  length  as  is  found 
desirable,  after  each  of  the  biddings.*

*  Monseigneur  Duchesne,  in  Christian  Worship  (translated  by 
M.  L.  McClure),  page  107,  speaking  of  forms  of  worship  in  the 
early  agt  s  of  the  Church,  says  :  "  The  president  of  the  congregation, 
that  is,  the  officiating  minister,  invited  the  faithful  to  pray  to 
God,  indicating  sometimes  more  or  less  briefly  the  general  tenor 
of  the  prayer  in  which  they  were  to  join,  and,  at  others,  confining 
himself  to  a  short  formula  of  invitation.  The  congregation  then 
assumed  silently  the  attitude  of  prayer— that  is,  they  stood  with 
their  arms  raised  up  and  hands  extended.  On  certain  days  they 
were  accustomed  to  kneel,  or  even  to  prostrate  themselves  with 
their  faces  to  the  ground.  They  remained  in  this  position  for 
some  time,  praying  silently.  Then  the  voice  of  the  officiating 
minister  was  heard,  expressing  in  a  short  formulary  a  resume, 
as  it  were,  of  the  prayers  arising  from  every  heart,  and  the 
congregation  associated  themselves  with  him  by  the  response 
Amen."
